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Monetary Conference Bill 


Considered. 


DISPLAY OF WIT IN THE HOUSE 


Cuba ami the Nicaragua Canal Ee- 


telve Attention In the 


Senate. 


WAsmxfiTos, January 26.—The sen- 


ate had a busy Beesion today. Caba, the 
proposed international monetary con- 
ference and the Nicaragua canal came 
in for a share of attention. Mr. Turpie 
of Indiana closed hie speech on the 
Cuban resolutions, urging that Spain 
had utterly failed to quell the outbreak 
and that the United States should inter 
vene. 


The \Volcott bill fbr au international 


monetary conference was. considered for 
the first time. Mr. White, Democrat of 
California; Mr. Cannon, Independent of 
Utah, and Mr. Daniel, Democrat of Vir- 
ginia, arced that the conference would 
be futile and waa not intended aa a seri- 
ous movement toward bimetallism. It 
waa made evident, however, that the 
bill would meet little opposition beyond 
the expression of senators that the bill 
would accomplish nothing, Mr. Stewart 
offered au iiteiidiuent providing that in 
case the conference failed the secretary 
of the treasury should within thirty 
days begin the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver. No On a! 
action on the bill was taken. 


The Nicaragua canal debate was re- 


sumed, Mr. Daniel speaking against the 
measure. Mr. Morgan submitted a let- 
ter from President Hitchcock of the 
canal company, replying to the recent 
letter of Minister Rodriguez. Air. Mor- 
•gau also offered an amendmentdeaigned 
to meet the objections presented by Mr. 
Rodriguez. 


In presenting a remonstrance against 


the bill said to restore tha practice of 
flogging on vessels, Mr, Frye, Republi- 
can of Maine, said there wag no measure 
pending which in any way restored flog- 
ging, but oa the contrary the bill re- 
ferred to gave greater security than over 
before to sailora agaiuat brutality on 
shipboard. 


Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts endeavored 


to pass the bill authorizing the chief 
justice of tho supremo court to designate 
a member of the federal judiciary to sit 
in the hearing of the L'Abra milling 
cages before the court of claims, but on 
objection tho bill went over. 


Mr. Turpie then resumed his speech 


on the Cuban question. He spoke of 
the papers recently sent to the senate, 
reciting the claims of Americans strain at 
Spain. These if allowed could not be 
paid in generations from Spain's im- 
poverished purse. 


"I would rather trust the resources of 


the Cuban republic," declared the 
•senator, "than thoae-of Spain, stripped 
as she will be of the resources of Cuba." 


Mr. Turpio then cited tho instances in 


which speedy recognition • had been 
given by the United States to the revo- 
lutionists of South American republics 
against Spain, and also Spain's recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy. 


Two years after the Argentine out- 


break President Monroe urged recogni- 
tion of belligerency, and four yeara 
after the outbreak urged the recogni- 
tion of independence. There was no 
suggestion of autonomy, home rule and 
restoring peace; and yet this outbreak, 
said Mr. Turpie, was brief compared 
with the present one in Cuba, now in 
its twelfth year. 


There was no fear of war with Spain, 


Haiti the senator)" There never had been 
auch a war and he hoped and believed 
there never would. The recognition of 
belligerency waa a recognized right, not 
a cause of war. 


After Mr. Turpie had referred to Mon- 


roe's repelling European intervention, 
the Senator add ad: "And now wo hear 
it intimated that European powers are 
to intervene in favor of Spain. It would 
be an apt official reply, in that case, 
that the United States will repulse in- 
tervention. Yet all we hear is 'pacifica- 
tion,' 'pacification of the island.1 There 
IB not an intimation that European in- 
tervention will be repelled, hut if I must 
eay it, rather an anxiety that the revo- 
lution shall fail.'1 


Mr. Turpie closed as follows: "If the 
Cuban patriots succeed wa may then 
claim we were friends of that republic; 
friends in need, in the hour and day of 
danger. 
If failure ia before them— 


which may God avert—our action will 
still 
lose nothina of grace or 
of 


grandeur, had we shall then keep faith 
with the quenchless spirit of freedom, 
and in the words of the great emanci- 
pator, I wiah all men everywhere, might 


O free." 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON-, January 26.—The house 


overrode another of President Cleve- 
land's pension vetoes today by a vote of 
137 to 52. The bill pensioned Jonathan 
Scott of tho Sixth Iowa cavalry, who is 
now living at Oawego, Kae., at the rate 
of $72 per month. Mr. Cleveland ve- 
toed it on the ground that the disability 
for which the beneficiary was to be 
petitioned waa not contracted in the ser- 
vice. 


The rest of the day was devoted to a 


continuation of the debate 'on the In- 
dian appropriation bill. Only a few 
amendments wero adopted and those 
were of minor importance. 
About 


twenty-five pages of the bill were cov- 
ered. 
' 


A bill to satisfy a peculiar claim was 


passed, on motion of Mr. Turner, Demo- 
crat of Georgia. It was the claim of 
John F. McRae, a deputy United States 
marshal, for keeping thirty-aix African 
slaves, landed by the ship Wanderer at 
Savannah, Ga., in 1859, until they could 
bo shipped- back to their homes in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the laws 
for the suppression of the slave traffic. 
The amount was $462. 


In the coourao of the discussion abont 


the Indian schools Mr. Murphy of Ari- 
zona questioned the good results of the 
present Indian educational system, so 
far as it relatod to thoao who were re- 
turned to their reservations, lie de- 
clared every Apache who was educated 
in the East nnd who returned to his 
reservation was wearing the breech- 
cloth today. He said upon their return 
they were hazed and subjected to the 
utmost crueltv. 


Mr, Hart, Republican of Pennsylva- 


nia, warmly defended the work of the 
Carlisle Indian school. He stated that 
many of the Indians who came there 
wearing blankets, after four years of 
college training went out into the world 
and[made us grfod citizens as there were 
in the United States. 


Mr. Curtis, Republican of Kansas, 


admitted that so far as Arizona WAS con- 
cerned it was unfortunate that educated 


Indiana were returned to their reeerva 
lions, as a crow flying over some of thei 
reservations would have to carry hi 
dinner with him. But where the In 
dians had good, tillable lands, he deniei 
that they returned to savagery. II 
paid a high tribute to the work the edu 
cated Indiana wero doing ^n Kansas am 
other states. 
"Ilace not the Indiana developed tb 


powers in football?" asked Mr. Groe- 
venor of Ohio. 
"I believe they have." 
"Acd IB not football considered in on 


modem colleges the highest teat o 
cultur-i and civilization?" 
(Laughter. 


Mr. Hftrtman of Montana offered ai 


amendment which produced a howl o 
laughter, recalling as it did the recen 
exposure in connection with the rioter 
ioua Seeley dinner in New York. I 
provided for an appropriation of $1,000, 
000,000 for the education and civilization 
of the Seeley eavagea of the ''Man 
hattan reservation." The house greeted 
the reading of the amendment with a 
hearty laugh. Mr. Hartiuan made no 
remarks upon it and it was ruled out on 
the point of order that it was "new 
legislation." 


When the subject of the Dawes In- 


dian commission wae reached, Mr. Sher- 
man said the committee had performed 
a remarkable work. The committee 
was taking a census of the Indians, 
which was almost completed. They had 
negotiated treaties with tha Choctaw 
and Ohiekaaaw nations, and if they were 
allowed to finish their work it would 
bring about a condition in tbe Indian 
territory of which every American could 
be proud. 


Without completing the consideration; 


of the item relating to the commission, 
at 5.20 p.m. tbe house adjourned.

DISTRESS IN 
INDIA 


STEADILY INCREASING IN SOME 


PROVINCES. 


Peoplft of tlie Lower Castes Starv- 


ing—Gangs of Bobbers Pil- 


laging Grain Stores.

BiJAPtm (Presidency of Bombay), Jan- 


uary 26,—Tha correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, who is visiting the dis- 
treaaed provinces of India, has arrived 
at Bijapnr, about 245 miles southeast of 
Bombay, and finds in thin district the 
keenest distress, especially ainomj the 
people of the lower castes. They are on 
the verge of starvation and are only 
saved from It by the government relief 
work' which enables 
them to earn 


enough money to at least koep body and 
soul together, 
while awaiting 
the 


brighter atate of affairs, which recent 
rains are expected-to provide later in 
the year. 


It is estimated that one-tenth of the 


cattle in this district have already per- 
ished from lack of fodder, and this 
cause will undoubtedly be considerably 
increased between now and the growing 
of the new crops. In tbe fields have 
beon aeen lying numbers of carcases of 
animala being devoured by vultures. 
There are many gangs of robbers en- 
gaged in pillaging grain stores whenever 
an opportunity arises, and the prisons 
are full of thieves who have been cap- 
tured while stealing grain or attempt- 
ing to do so. 


Among the masses there are many 


casea of illness, arising from lacfc of 
proper nourishment and emaciation,and 
it ia regarded as certain that cholera 
will reach this district sooner or later, 
owing to the carelessness of tbe people, 
who dread being taken to tbe hospitals 
provided for their care, believing that 
they are certain to die within a fortnight 
if they enter a hospital. 


Beyond doubt the utmost resources of 


tho government will be taxed before 
long in the efforts which will have to 
be made to cope with the steadily in- 
creasing distress.

NEW YORK, January 26.—The reorgan- 


ization committee of the Union Pacific 
railroad makes the formal statement to 
the bond and stockholders that an agree- 
ment with the United States govern- 
ment having been reached, steps have 
been taken to proceed promptly with 
the reorganization. No material modi- 
fication of pinna appear to be necessary 
except that the two classes of junior 
bonds, being the Union Pacific sinking 
fund bonds and Kansas Pacific consoli- 
dated bonds, may be offered a somewhat 
smaller allotment in ttie new first mort- 
gage bonds, and an increased allotment 
of preferred stocks. 


The committee deema it prudent to 


postpone the formal declaration aa to 
when the plans will become operative 
until ita arrangement with the United 
States government is carried into final 
effect.

Clerk Duckworth Collapses After 


Reading a Strong Indictment 


Against Himself. 


^ACKAMEKTO, January 22.-—Oneol tb 


most dramatic aecnea ever witnessed in 
the halls of the legislature waa enacted 
at the closing of the assembly session 
this evening when Chief Clerk S, J. 
Duckworth, overcome by hia efforts to 
maintain hia position, saccumbad to 
nature anil waa led, tottering, away 
from the desk from which it has La 
Bought ID vain tjo dislodge him. 
The 


air about the capitol had been filled 
with mystery all day long and the nod- 
dinga and nmtteringa bad betokened 
that something unusual waa astir. 


Before recess waa taken Duckworth 


had p.-eaented hia answer to the com- 
mittee which waa appointed by the 
caucus to request his resignation. The 
clerk had aeked for an opportunity to 
vindicate himself; for the privilege of 
facing hia accusers and replying to tbe 
charges against him. To consider this 
JtuBwer a caucus was called at 2 o'clock, 
the result of which waa kept e^ret un- 
til action waa taken in the assembly. 
During the second reading of bills 
abortIy after the electric lamps had been 
lighted, Mr. Wright of Alameda arose 
and said that the time bad now came 
ween the comraittea on attaches should 
make its report regarding tbe temporary 
organization. 
Chairman Vosborc of 


the committee presented hia report, 
which waa handed to the clerk to be 
lead. 


A number ol the assemblymen had 


left the city, hot their aeata were oecu- 
B 


'ed, and the atmosphere "in the assem- 
y chamber wasstuffy, BO great was the 


crowd/ Amict a breathless silence the 
clerk read the report which was a strong 
indictment against him, and then turn- 
ing to the speaker, he asked that the 
house grant him a hearing. This waa 
objected to aa being out of order and 
without precedent, by Mr. Worth of 
Alameda, and a murmur of expectancy 
wont around the house. Tbe minority 
report was then read and Leon Dennery 
of San Francisco asked that Duckworth 
be given a hearing. 


A substitute for the minority report 


was presented by Mr. Leavitt of Ala- 
meda, wiiich provided that a committee 
-of seven be appointed by the house to 
investigate the whole matter of tem- 
porary organization, Shanahan, the 
tall sycamore of Shasta, moved that 
the word temporary be stricken out, but 
tbe motion waa lost in the tumult. 


Judge Brldgeford of Oolnsa then got 


the floor and made a ringing epaechtnat 
•created a profound impression. It was 
an able argument as well aa a strong 
arraignment of all who were connected 
with the scandal of the pay roll. He 
said that il Duckworth were innocent 
he should be given a chance to prove 
hia innocence. If he were guilty he 
should be punished, but there were 
•others on the floor of the house equally 
aa gnilty aa the clerk and that all the 
burden of blame should not rest on the 
shoulders of Duckworth. Those, who 
; 


had shared the patronage bsstowed by ; 
the clerk's abuse of power should not 
attempt to stand behind him and see 
him covered with all the ignominy. 


The law had been clearly violated, he 


said. It waa not a question of abuse of 
power. It was a question of the taw's 
infraction; aud the speaker read from 
the code the number of clerks who 
who should constitute the organization 
of the house. 


At the couclusion of Judge Bridge- 


ford's speech North of Alameda offered 
an amendment, whfch gave Speaker 
Coombs the appointment of ths commit- 
tee. 
Theu Duckworth asked that he 


might speak before the amendment was 
accepted. Donnery renewed blB motion 
that the clerk be allowed the privilege 
of tbe floor, but Shanahan said tbat the 
place for Duckworth to make his de- 
fense waa before the committee. While 
Dennery was pleading for him the clerk 
withdrew bis request and the question 
•was called for. 


There waa not the slightest eonnd 


when the clerk began to read in a clear 
•voice Leavltt's aabatiUite, In the latter 
occured the sentence, "And he denies 
asld charges." 


Duckworth read the words with snch 


a vim and force tha£.half those who 
wore present thought that he had in- 
serted them. After that his voice be- 
•came thick, he placed his hand to hia 
head and it was with difficulty he pro- 
ceeded. His oyea were blind with tears, 
bat he kept on till the end when the 
paper from which he was reading, 
dropped to the desk, and placing both 
hands to his head ho reeled from whore 
be had been standing. One of the aa- 
•iietant clerks caught him and led him to 
a eeat, to whore a number of sympa- 
thizers ruahBd. 


The question was put, the substitute 


ae amended carried aud tbe house ad- 
journed until Monday. 


Duckworth, whom tbe proceedings 


mostly interested, sat^in tbe assembly 
partly oblivious to it aU. Dr. Keablee, 
the representative from Bodie, attended 
the clerk and said that he waa Buffering 
from acute gastritis and neuralgia, 
brought on by over exertion. After ad- 
journment Duckworth was led away by 
his wife.

university will help us in proportion as 
we nelp ourselves. 


Now I am coming to Ihe practical out- 


come of these remarks. With the many 
calls ma^e upon the university for these 
institutes it is no nan to expect more 
then one and at moat two each year. IB 
it rigbt and profitable to oareelves, or 
just ro the university, that we lie dor- 
mant and, like the hibernating beara, 
eack our paws til! the spring cornea 
around again? By the terms of the 
resolution on nniversity extension we 
aak for the beet talent in institute work 
from the East. Do grapee.grow on 
thistles or oranges on the alkali weed? 
Such talent is only given where there 
exists an institute with a vitality to 
give an assurance that upon the return 
of the next course Ihe work of resur- 
rection hsa not to be .gone over again. 
Tbe university caunot be continually 
asking itself the question, "If an insti- 
tute die shall it live again?" Nothing 
succeeds like success; when farmera are 
being apportioned tbe prosperous get 
the best. "To nim that hath it shall 
bejiiven," etc. 


The coming Fresno farmers' institute 


should be started upon a foundation 
that will insure He vitality and growth. 
Much preliminary work will have to be 
don- iu prepare and organize it lor 
EpuicMiing more than a temporary af- 
f'i-. Tiie work is in the hands ol J. 9. 
Ji..i*>. Xelfie Boyd, W. H. Hodpkin,J. 
\v l.,iRue and J. P. Jobnpton. No bet- 
t.< i ejection could have been made, and 
tbn litMre of institute work in Fresno 
dew-'-"l3 much upon them. As we can 
haVt- •.: aiveraity aasiatancfi bnt once or 
twice a year, measures should be taken 
to have one institute held once in three 
months at least, and for a three-days' 
BBSEion. Profit by the lessons from 
headquarters and try to run alone part 
of the year; strengthen local talent, 
rustle around for business, so that when 
the professors make their annual pil- 
grimage they Trill not have to turn us 
over to PPP if we are dead or asleep and 
read over us the resurrection service, 
but find us groomed and trained for the 
fray. Make the institute one of the in- 
BtitutioDB of Fresno. Oar city folks 
have shown us what tbey can do in tbe 
citrus fair line; let us of the country 
show what we can do In our line.

While 
many have crown Havana tobacco in 
the United States, Mr. Gulp ia said to 
be the only one who has succeeded ii 
preserving the distinctive flavor of tha 
kind of tobacco. This may be due to 
the feet that the soil of his plantation 
resembles that of Cuba more closely 
than that found elsewhere in this conn 
try, and ho may also have adhered 
more closely to Ouban methods of cnlti 
vation, curing, etc., than other growers

to tbe growing of Havana tobacco, it i 
to be hoped that tbe crop will soon b 
given a trial here.

When 
be heife? cornea into milking she should 
baled all she can digest of succulent 
ood to increase the milk flow, for tbe 
udder ia yet plaitic, and can be en- 
arged; while if the young cow receives 
only dry food ihe will have a contracted 
milk capacity for life. To make her a 
lersiatent milker she should be milked 
lontinuoualy for eleven months.

Egyptian corn is excel- 
lent for flavor and solidity, and if fed 
with plenty of bran agrees well with the 
cowa. The most common defect in but- 
ter making is in the spoiling of the 
grain. When the grain is defective tbe 
butter ia greaey, and if tailed without 
bread sticks to the tongue like lard, pro- 
ducing a alight senae of nausea. 


The churn should be of the box or

supply of rich milk. The cow, as an-in- 
vestment, requires seventy-five percent 
of all the food she can assimilate for 
loir own maintenance. The remaining 
twenty-five per cent, when fed to full 
c&pacity, she" will give in the milk pail 
1 ol dairy breed, while if of a beof breed 
ahe will accumulate it aa flesh on her 
cwu tody. 
The various agricultural stations have 


placed in the farmers' hands the results 
of their Hcientific researches iu ascer- 
taining the relative value of the fooda 
commonly fed to cows. In order to 
make the station work absolutely prac- 
tical, choice herda of fine cows of the 
various dairy breeds have been gathered 
together and tbe exact scientific ration 
fed to them for teat of digestive values, 
for these are not always the same. 


A cow should have about 29 pounds of 


food daily, containing 25 pounds of dry 
matter, consisting of 2K pounds of pro- 
tein, 13 pounds of carbohydrates and 
f>10 of a pound ot Int. 01 thifl food t-hn 
expensive item is the protein, as 
hay and corn will supply the carbo- 
hydrates and fat. In our warm climate 
the cow does not need aa much heat-pro- 
ducing food and we should lean toward 
the protein diet. Bran and shorts furn- 
ish the cheapest protein .at preaent, 
thougb it ia difficult to increase either 
without making the ration too large for 
the smaller cows. Cocoannt cake seems 
to offer a" wav out of the dilemma, and 
we are feeding thia winter as follows: 
36 pounds of corn ensilage (estimated), 
2 pounda of rolled barley, 6 pounds of 
bran, 2 pounds of cocoanut cake to each 
cow daily, with all the alfalfa hay it 
cares to eat. 
The following is an excellent ration: 
is pounds of corn meal or seven pounds 


of rolled Egyptian corn, three pounds of 
bran, twelve pound a of alfalfa bay, eight 
pounds of clean straw. This, with the 
exception of the wheat bran, can be 
produced on any of our farona. Mid- 
dlings may be used in place of aome of 
the corn, but do not agree as well with 
tbe cows, l! fed for a long period. There 
are cows in all districts that will during 
tbe year hardly cive milk enough for a 
small family that have a latent capacity 
of 300 pounds of butter yearly, if fed 
with intelligent liberality. When these 
animals are at first fed properly, it only 
nhowfl in their improved condition, yet 
the owner must not despair if the pay 
for the first ton of bran does not come 
back iu the amount of milk fnrninhed. 
If, however, in sis months the returns 
are not greatly increased, the cow haa 
been spoiled by lack of proper training 
or is of a beef breed. Regularity in 
milking and feeding are of equal im- 
portance, with cleanliness in handling 
of the milk, it an even supply of a good 
article is deaircd. 


There ia no excuse for the custom of 


milking with wet teats, the process is 
too 6lthy to think about with .comfort. 
The people of tbe city of Berliu are said 
to consume about fifteen tona of manure 
annually in their milk supply. IE ia to 
be presumed that this milk posBcases a 
distinct cowy flavor. When weconsider 
the readiness with which milk breaka 
down under all forms, Rood and bad, of 
bacterial erowthe, it is easy to account 
for bad flavored butter. A cow having 
a Lairy udder should have the baira 
clipped, to prevent tbe dust and dirt 
clinging to them from boiuR dislodged 
into the milk pail. With three patterns 
of milking machines In the market it is 
to be hoped that iu a short time we 
shall eee them in operation in perfect, 
form at the ..larger dairies, just as the 
separator came into UF.B and relieves 
dairyinc (rom the drudgery of handling 
a quantity of milk to that of caring for 
the cream only. 
Where the separator is carefully fol- 


lowed by the Babcobk teat to detect 
losses of bntter fat in the skim milk, it 
will soon pay for itself in the increased 
yield of butter. Dr. Cabcock believes 
the separator adds $5 yearly to the value 
of each cow in the herd. This eotimate 
ia very conservative and would indicate 
mach closer skimming from pans than 
ia commonly done in this part of the 
valley. 
In making batter from the separator 


the cream from 
several skimmings 


should be carefully and thoroughly 
mixed. A starter, of buttermilk may 
be added or the cream allowed to ripen 
by itself. By thia laat method there 
will be found a lack of uniformity in 
tho flavor of the batter. When, on

In sol^_ 
ing this problem.it should be remem- 
bered that its pup did not possess the 
family at that time.

If he had 
been here, he would account for any 
change in the farm, but be wag other- 
wise. I once addressed a Farmers' In- 
stitute. I tried to show that Adam 
failed in the fruit business because hia 
farm had tho wrooe kind of soil, but 
thoae preeent turned from the subject 
to a discussion of the egg problem with 
me.

The city Board of Education met last 


night in adjourned session. Trustee 
Gallagher waa absent. Superintendent 
Roby was instructed- to look into the 
matter of procuring some person to de- 
liver the address ot the high school com- 
mencement in June. 


A three-cell storage battery for use in 


the high school laboratory was ordered 
purchased 'at a coat of $36. Trusteea 
Church and Monroe were appointed a 
committee to prepare a room in the 
high school building in which to hold 
the meetings of tbe board, ae has been 
talked of for some time. The purchase 
of sixty-five desks for the high school 
was ordered. 


The bill of the Barrett-Hicks Com- 


pany for $1153, final payment on the 
contract for placinn a heating system in 
tbe hijjh school building waa then taken 
up. On motion of Monroo the new sys- 
tem was accepted, and the bill ordered 
paid. Members of the board had in- 
spected the job and found that the ap- 
paratus worked even better than the 
contract called for. According to the 
specifications the heaters were to for- 
nioh thirty-two cubic feet of aira minute 
for every pupil, counting fifty to a room. 
The system put in by the BarrettrHicbs 
Company givss eeventy-eight cubic feet. 
In tho assembly room it fnrniBhes eUty- 
two feet. The contract also requires 
that the heat must notvarj more than 
throe degrees in different parts of the 
room. The trustaoa made a teat and did 
not find a variance of more than ono 
degree.

Ar.ommunicatioa.waa received from 
f. W. IlickoXj.the contractor for the ns w 
high school building, presenting a claim 
of $852 against the district. It will be 
remembered that on account of the 
contention over a site for the building 
Mr. Hlckos was delayed about a year 
before ho could begin construction. 
During that time he claims materials 
advanced from the prices on which he 
had estimated his bid, to the amount of 
$852. He was ready to proceed with 
the work at the time the contract speci- 
fied, but the board delayed matters. 
The contractor stated that he had not 
made any profit on the contract, and 
tie considered that he wan entitled un- 
der the circumstances to be reimbursed 
for tbe loss be had sustained. 


Trustee Church thought that. Mr. 


ITicboT should have presented his claim 
before he began tho construction of the 
building. 
Secretary CnmmingB

formed him that the contractor had 
done HO at tho time, and that it was now 
on file. The board took no action.

From Tuesday's Daflj. 


The trial of W. A. Sanders for forgery 


waa resumed in Judge Webb'a court 
yesterday morning. The proceedings 
be^an with the opening statement of the 
prosecution, made by S. J. Hinds, spe- 
cial counsel. In his statement the attor- 
ney made known the. new evidence that 
Lad been secured eince the laat trial, of 
which eome reports have been current 
for several weeks. If corroborated, the 
evidence will be very damaging to the 
defendant. 


The substance of the new evidence is 


that Sandera several months ago had for 
a cell mate one Bobert Anderson, who 
was sent to state's prison for stabbing a 
young man named Berry at a dance in 
Kingaburg. Anderson did not expect to 
bo convicted and Professor Sanders was 
of the same opinion. They entered into 
an agreement whereby tho former waa, 
upon hia release from jail, to go to Los 
Angeleaand try to get two men to swear 
in 
Sandera' behalf. 
They were to 


testify 
that 
they 
had eeen John 


Knauach, Graves and William Wootton 
in Los Angeles after the disappearance of 
the Reedley rancher. District Attorney 
Snow has in his possession the state- 
ments, written by Professor Sanders in 
bis unmistakable hand writ in tt, which 
these witnesses were to cou and recite 
on the stand.. To strengthen thie evi- 
dence Sandera had written in large print 
on a sheet of brown paper a notice offer- 
ing a reward for the return of certain 
letters and papers which had been loat 
on the street. In each corner ol the 
paper the defendant had punched a 
bole, to make it appear that the notice 
had been nailed to a poat. The two wit- 
nesses that Anderson waa to find were 
to testify that besides seeing Wootton, 
Knauscb and Graves, they had torn 
thia notice off a telegraph pole ID Los 
Angeles. It waa signed and bad been 
placed there, according to the state- 
ments prepared by Sandera, by one of 
these three. 


Anderson was to get these two wit- 


nesses and Sanders agreed to pay him to 
do ao. 
Attorney Hinda displayed tbe state- 


ments Sanders, manufactured, bnt did 
not read them to the jury. There is 
no question that the writing la that of 
the defendant. 


These important papera and state- 


ments were discovered on Anderson's 
person when he waa searched before 
being taken to the penitentiary. tThey 
were sewed up in a tobacco bag in hia 
ehirt. It ia understood that nince then 
Anderson has confessed the whole mat- 
ter. He waa nut able to carry out hie 
part of his agreement with Sanders be- 
cause of his conviction. 


It is understood that the 'defense will 


be thatnegotiationacame fromAndBrspn, 
and that Sanders was merely attempting 
to oetabliah in writing the evidence he 
claimed to have. 


Aaide from the diaclosura of thia n 


evidence nothing of a ay new or impor- 
tant character transpired yesterday. 
Attorneys HLnda and Short enlivened 
the proceadings considerably with their 
humorous by-plays and side comments 
directed at each other. 


The opening statement of Attorney 


Hinds was comparatively brief, tie 
gave a clear outline oi what the prose- 
cution expected to prove, aud this, out- 
side of the new evidence above referred 
to, was abont the aame as tbe evidence 
adduced at the last, or Sanders' second 
trial. The fact that the |1400 draft col- 
lected by the defendant from Kutner- 
Goldatein waa a forgery and that Sand- 
ers knew it to be euch when ho pre- 
sented it, whether he had done tho 
forging of WootUm's name or not, would 
be proved, the attorney aaid. ^It would 
be shown that previous to this Sanders 
had written a number of letters, pur- 
porting to be signed by Wootton, giving 
orders to the Kutner-Goldatem Com- 
pany aa to the disposition of some stock 
in an insurance company and grain, 
which were owned by the 
Keedley 


rancher and which he had entrusted to 
the firm to sell for him, Sanders had 
forged orders for tbe disposition of these, 
Mr. Hinds set forth, in order to create a 
fund on which to draw bis fraudulent 
drafts, similar to the one for the forgery 
of which the defendant is now on trial. 
Sanders had in this manner raised a 
fund of about $3000, out of which ho 
had managed to secure about $1800 be- 
fore bis arrest. 


By other forged letters tho defendant 


had made it appear that the wealthy 
rancher had entrusted the management 
of hia business affairs to Sanders' care. 
Then Sanders prepared a deed of the 
Wootton ranch, which embraces abont 


acres, forging the owner's name to 


different letter! received by him par- 
portine to be aixned William Wootton, 
regarding the disposition of hi» boat* 
new, etc. Among thiw* waa an order to 
sell borne of Wootton'a insurant euok 
and a qaantr of grain stored in the 
Farmers' warehouse. Tbe prowcntion 


claim were forged by Sandere,ia order to 
ihow that the defendant had "creatod a 
fund" on which to draw hia forged 
drafts. 


When Professor Sandera presented the 


$1400 draft to the witness for collection, 
Gug^euhime asked him if he wanted a 
cneck for tbe whole amount at that 
time. To this defendant had replied 
that La wicuJ $000 then, anJ sriaiujJ :o 
have 
the remainder placed to hia 


credit. Afterwards Professor Sandera 
sent for $250, which wae paid to him. 


Mr. Gcggenhime had also received a 


letter, dated San Bernardino, March 13, 
1891, and 
el^ned William Wootton, 


stating that Professor Sanders' disposi- 
tion of the wheat waa satisfactory to 
him, Shortly after thii the witness had 
refused to pay the defendant any more 
money, upon Sanders' application for 
some to pay Woottou'a taxes. Thia 
was whun it became known that Woot- 
ton had disappeared. 


The prosecution then presented a deed 


purported to be signed by William 
Wootton and acknowledged before Pro- 
fessor Stmdere, who was a notary public, 
transferring to John Knauach tho entire 
Wootton ranch. The consideration waa 
$10,000, and the. instrument waa dated 
January 31,1894. 


The deed of the property from John 


Knariach to Milton 0. Abbott was then 
introduced and shown the jury. The 
deed of Abbott to Sandera waa also 
offered aa an exhibit. The deed of 
Sanders to -"nausch, and the agreement 
between these two wove next shown the 
jury. Messrs Sandera, Kuausch, K. L. 
Graves and William Wootton, according 
to the agreement, were to bs in co- 
partnership in the citrna fruit business, 
over which the defendant wad to have 
practically absolute control. 


Bunches of check e on the Bank of Vi- 


.alia, bearing William W colon's signa- 
tures, were entered as exhibits by the j 
prosecution. Seven letters written by : 
Wootton to W. R. Furnish of thia city 
were aluo introduced, aa were numerous 
other papers with Wootton'a genuine 
signatures. These will bo used later to 
prove that Wootton'a signature to the 
$1400 draft was a forgery. 


E. R, Biggins was called to verify 


some photographs ho had taken of the 
signatures, eome genuine and others al- 
leged to be forged. The genuine and 
the forged were placed together for easy 
comparison, and the pictures will be 
shown to the jury to reveal the alleged 
discrepancies between the handwritings. 


When Mr. Higgina had concluded

OTHER 
CROPS? 


Interesting; Point Raised by Colone 


Trevelyau— What C. S. Green- 


bnrg Says. 


A few daya ago the REPUBLICAN men 


tioned that .T. D. Gulp, the well-known 
tobacco grower of Gilroy, had vialtoi 
Fresno recently and expressed the opin 
ion that Uavana tobacco could be euc 
ceesfully cultivated in this county. I 
waa surmised by this paper that Mr 
Culp or some of his friends intended t 
try the crop here, and it waa suggests 
that our agriculturists experiment wit! 
tobacco. Yesterday the BEPCBLICAS TC 
ceived the f Mowing letter, whicn ex 
plains itself: 


"EDITOR RBI'UULICAN :—I have notice 


a nuggeation to introduce the tobacc 
plant into Fresno county. Would it no 
be advisable before recommending thi 
industry to California to aecertai 
whether or not ita introduction woul 


injurious to our wine and raiain in 


das triea already established? The to 
bacco worm is very destructive not onl 
to the tobacco, bnt it likes pastures noi 
to feed ou, and once established, gooc 
bye to your raiain industry. Your 
trnly. 
H. A. TKEVELYAN." 


Very few could he (ound who conli 


givo any information concerning th 
worm which Colonel Trevelyan look 
upon with such dread, bnt these fe 
thought the Colonel's fear was greate 
tban warranted by the character of th 
"beastie." C. S. Greenberg, the wel 
known 'tobacconist, has spent conalt 
erable time among the plantations i 
the East, and he knows somethiu 
about the worm in question, 
"It's a good deal like the worm tha 


infcata tomato vines," said Mr. Greei 
berg. "While it is very voracious, 11 
not think that other crops would bo i 
danger from it were tohacco to be grow 
here. Of courdK, if ita regular diet «av 
out it might and probably would attac 
other vegetation, but it prefers the t 
bacco plant. Besides, it must be r 
membered that tbere are ways of kee 
inp the pest down. 


"As ior the adaptability of Fresno 


soil to the cultivation of tob&coo, 1 bav 
no doubt tbat it can be grown in a num 
ber of places. Tbe question to m 
mind is whether it nan be proper! 
cured in this climate. The sultry hei 
in the Eaat and tbe dews are just th 
conditions required for thia pnrpoa 
and both of these are absent in th 
valley. However, I don't eee why th 
experiment should not be made, 
would not hurt for thoae who are favo 
ably located to plant half an acre < 
even an acre and see what tliey can a 
complish. Cellars might bo construete 
in which to cure the leaf, or some othe 
method resorted to." 


Others spoken to with regard to th 


plant aleo expressed themselves in favo 
o( its cultivation here. They though 
there would be no more danger from th 
tobacco worm tban from any other pea 
It was not likely, they aaid, tbat a ma 
would stand idle while the worms wei 
destroying his crop.

Now I am not like the Madera attor 


ney who announced that he "came frot 
that part of Misflonri where they didn' 
raiae anything but hoga," but I cam 
from Eaat Tennessee where tobacc 
growing was a leading industry, urn 
from experience consider myaelf capabl 
of giving an opinion on the subject. 


I have experimented with tobacco ou 


tho Chateau do Clapboard vineyard in 
"Easterby Ttancho, and know that it iQ 
failure here. It must grow during th 
rainless season and the impalpable due 
adhorea to the heavy gum that exude 
from the tobacco leaf which unfits it fo 
lugs (that la chewing tobacco) by reaaoi 
of the grit. 


The heavy winds break and tear tb 


leaves and the sphinx worm ia espociall; 
predacious, so the leaf grown is no 
available for wrappers of-cigars. I bav 
experimented with planta of all grades 
from the Cnban variety to the BappE 
bannock, and am certain that it wi 
prove a failure except in foothill cove 
and low protected river bottoms. 


Its iat-ronnccinn would, aa suggeste 


by Colonel Trevelyan, prove disaatron 
to the vineyard industry, as it woul 
spread theaphinxworm to the vineyards 
Anyone who saw tbe damage done h 
these worms to tbe vineyards west o 
town two years ago will appreciate wha 
a destructive pest they would como t 
be. OoloueJ Trevelyan ia ;quite right: 
his suggestions.

upply these oonditiooe of vitality. 
There are numerous conditions in the 
cil that would produce an injurious el- 
ect upon deep-rooted crops. The soil 
shonld be deep for free root cirenlation 
nd penetration. The soil ebould be er- 
mined with a probe to learn ita true 
epth. 
The depth 
may be limited 


Ither by alkali, hardpan, cement hard- 
an, bottom water or by the country 
work. For the latter there is no rcm- 
tdy, and the crops selected for auch 
oils mnat be shallow and rooted. 
Hardpan prevents both the percola- 
ion of water downward from the anr- 
ace and rise upward to tho surface from 
tie bottom water. Tan roots are also 
nable to force their way through it, 
nd thus fai! to secure proper moiature 
rom below, and are liable to be totted 
iy the accumulation of water on the 
urface of the hardpan. The; remedy is 
o breat it up with one-hall cartridge of 
iant powder. 
Bottom water as fully limits tbe cbar- 


tcterof growth as hardpau. Cold, wet 
andB most be well drained, or the 
jrowth of plants will be retarded. AN 
:ati also has an injurious effect upon 
ilant growth. Its t:uaii>oeition IB varied, 
joth in character of the salts and in the 
amounts of each. All incrnatationa of 
he soil must not be regarded aa black 
alkali, for in very many instances 11. L^fl 
>r6ved on examination to be chiefly of 
he 
"white" variety, composed 
of 


jlauberfl salt. 


Tbe source of alkali is in the fact that 


,n our reeion of ecanty rainfall tho EO!U- 
ile material that has been forming for 
igea has been accumulating instead of 
leing washed out into the country drain- 
ige. Thie accumulation thus forma the 
nardpan at various depths. Whenever 
water, from excessive irrigation or rain- 
fall, reaches this alkali and takes it into 
solution, the 
rapid evaporation of 


moiature from the surface during the 
Bummer's heat causes it to rise to the 
surface. 


Injury from black alkali ia in several 


ways: iti strong caustic character at- 
tKC-Ua the root crown of plants; it takes 
from the aoil ita humus and nitrogen. 
Gypsum neutralizes this character, and 
recent experiments m'ada in Berkeley 
b'how that the change to the white va- 
riety ia Very quickly made, White al- 
kali ia injurious only iu very large 
amounts. Drainage alone will correct 
tbe evil. 


Tho faulty condition of the eoil-Eo- far 


as absence of plant food ia concerned 
was treated of in the address on the line 
of fertilizers by Professor Lougbrldge. 
He claimed that the farmer himself 
could or should be able to ascertain for 
hiiuaelf any fault in the physical condi- 
tion of his soils, but if theee are all cor- 
rect then the principles of economic 
fertilization must be adopted. 


Samples of the EOil, taken according 


to instructions from the experiment 
station, may be sent to Profeseor Hll- 
gard at Berkeley, find the proper fertil- 
izer to ba used will be ascertained. 


Charts were shown giving the com- 


position of our chief crops, and the 
point was made that only certain ele- 
ments were needed in fertilization, aud 
the application of anything not wanted 
by tbe plant waa a waste. Tho plant 
haa the power of selection of its food 
and will not be improved by the ad- 
dition of anything above the amount 
needed. Again, if any ono element is 
insufficient the plant will Buffer. 


The various fertilizing 
compounds 


were mentioned and described. The 
following general rales for economic 
fertilization were presented: 


Be sure that fertilizers are needed. 
Eetnrn 'all waste to tbe eoil tbat is 


poaaible. 


Find out what elements are needed in 


the Boil, 


Givo to the eoil only theae elements aa 


far as possible. 


Keep toe eoil supplied with lime and 


hnmuB or decayed vegetation. 


Attend well to the phyaical condition 


of the eoil and plant.
